( loaning of the Gettysburg reser­ 
voir has been postponed a few days 
pending the departure of the unusual 
large number of visitors in town in­ 
cident to commencement at G ettys­ 
burg College, it was announced today 
by Jam es Wbikert, superintendent of 
the Gettysburg W ater Company, and 
Professor J. Allen Dickson, bacteriolo­ 
gist. 
The cleaning will 
probbaly 
take 
place within the next week. Mr. Wei- 
kert stated, but in the meantime suf­ 
ficient notice will he given through 
the columns of The Times to permit 
all w ater consumers who might be 
affected by a tem porray shortage to 
lay in a sufficient supply to tide them 
over the time required in the clean­ 
ing. 
Precautionary Measure 
The cleaning was suggested as a 
precautionary measure by the state 
department of health at Harrisburg 
to the water company. 
The state de­ 
partm ent, in cooperation with Pro­ 
fessor Dickson, keeps a careful daily 
check on all sources of public w ater 
Supply in the state, company officials 
stated, going so far as to require a 
report on the number of gallons of 
w'ater pumped into 
the 
Gettysburg 
reservoir every day. 
There are no 
impurities in the w ater supply, Pro­ 
fessor Dickson stated, and a few days 
delay in the cleaning entails no pos­ 
sible danger. 
Department’s Letter 
The letter from the state depart­ 
ment of health, suggesting the clean­ 
ing, follows: 
Prof. J. Allen Dickson, 
G ettysburg College, 
G ettysburg, Pennsylvania. 
Dear Sir: 
Confirming the 
statem ents 
I 
made by telephone to you on S a t­ 
urday evening, it is suggested, in 
order to secure 
the 
immediate 
elimination 
o f 
the 
tastes 
and 
odors now present in the public 
w ater supply in Gettysburg, that 
the storage reservoir of the com­ 
pany 
he 
drained 
completely, 
cleaned 
and 
flushed; 
that 
the 
w ater in the mains be entirely 
flushed out; and th at the reser­ 
voir be then refilled and dosed 
with copper sulphate, using pos­ 
sibly two pounds in the reservoir, 
which I understand holds, when 
full, very close to one million gal­ 
lons. 
It might also be well t<» make 
an examination of the water in 
the collecting reservoir in Marsh 
Creek to determine if the algae 
found in the reservoir is likewise 
occurring in the raw* water in­ 
take basin. 
We shall be glad if you w ill ad­ 
vise us if these methods are suc­ 
cessfu l in eliminating the trouble.
